The State of Maharashtra (Special Responsibility of Governor for Vidarbha, Marathvvada and the rest of Maharashtra) 

Amendment Order, 2010 

Whereas the President has, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (2) of Article 371 of the Constitution, 
made the State of Maharashtra (Special Responsibility of Governor for Vidarbha, Marathvvada and the rest of Maharashtra) 
Order, 1994 (hereinafter referred to as the said Order) giving effect to the resolutions passed by the Maharashtra State 
Legislature for establishment of separate Development Boards for Vidarbha, Marathw ada and the rest of Maharashtra by 
the Governor of that State;
